EN Satay the fourth of Tune the Earle of Seaforit 
ciitte to Leiceſter, where his Lordſhipiiſſiied out his: 
A ? warrants toall the head Conſtables to ſummon all 
P54 the'Trained; and deſired all theprivate men within 
their r feyerall diviſions ' to: appeare before him ; or his Deputies at 
the Towne of Leiceſter on Wedneida ay following. Afterwards 
the very ſame Saturday, camea meſſenger-from Yorke with a writ 
torhe high Shetiffe, to: ſend forth his Majeſtics Proclamationsto 
the contrary. Noth ith{kinding-the warrants being ſent out by 
the head Conſtables, the Countrey « came in, both Trained Souldi- 
ers, privateinen and Yolunriers , farre beyond cxpeRation,, who- 
generally decliredthemſelves for the King and Parliament. | 
Bir the ſad Earl/thought firagainthe week following to appoint 
the five. companics of the Trained Bands to appeare ſcverally in 
ſuch convenient places as might be moſt for their eaſe, and leaſt 
chargeable and thereupon they came. 
| The firſt on Tueſday, June the fourteetith , to Broughton- Aſh- 
ley, where appeared above an hundred Voluntiers,and the Trained 
and private men, allfayc onely out of one diviſion, the head Con- 
{table thereof bein ee 'perſwaded by the Parſon of the Towne , 
wherc he lives, refuſing to ſend'out bis warrants; and yet out of 
that divifion;, the Trained- Souldiers and private men in many 
Townes came in without warning. | 
' The ſecond; on Wedneſday at Kibworth, where there wisa ve- 


ry good appearance , . Except fome of the Clergy, with above: an 
hundred Voluntiers.” pts 
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The third; on Thurſday at Melton Mowbray , where they made a

The fourth, upon Friday at Ruinborough, where'the appearance 
was very good , conſidering how many great Papiſts and ill afte- 
ed people live thereabouts. - | 
; The laſt; on Munday at the Coptoake; there was agenerall ap- 
pearance of the Trained and private men with two hundred Yo- 
Juntiers at the leaſt. And inevery one of theſe places, very many 
of the Countrey men cameto the ſaid Earle ,- and defired him to 
helpe them to armes for their owne defence, and_the publicke 
ſafety. — Er TY 
And after his returne home fromithat daies Muſter , he was ad- 
vertiſed that Richard Hawford, Sir 18h Bale Knight , I0h1 Pate Ff- 
qQuire,had prevailed with Mr. Major of Leiceſter toſet a guard-up- 
on the remainder of the Magazine left at that place ,, and that one 
_ of thar worthy Gentlemans ſervants ſhould watch the ſame,” toge-. 
- ther with divers deſperate fellowes of that Towne ; the Earle re- 
paired thither, accompained with the Lord Rurhey, Sir Arthur He- 
felrig Mr. Thomas Bramour , and divers other Gentlemen of good 
worch in that County,and commanded the Major to remove away 
the remainder of the Powder, Match and Bullets, and put it into a 
place of more ſtrength and ſafety. 
But on Wedneſday the fifteenth of June, as. rhe ſaid Enrlere- 
eurned from Kibworth , he heard ar Leiceſter that Mr. Berry Ha- 
flines Fiquire , was immediately before come thither from Yorke 
with a commiſſion of Aray. So the ſaid Earle: having firſt-given 
advertiſement thereof to the Parliament ,, remoyed, very early the 
next morning a great part of, the Magazine from, the Towne of 
Leiceſter for more ſecurity to, his owne houſe, ::That . day -being 
Thurſday , Maſter Hoſtings cauſed the-under,Sheriffe,. (inthe ab- 
ſenceofthe high Sheriffe } to ſend forth. warrants .1n: the high She- 
rifles. name, to the whole:Courty, "as.well Trained, Souldiers ,.pci- 
vate men and the Clergy-(hould come'to. Leiceſter according to his. 
commiſſion, therer he muſtered uponthe Wedneſday tollowing. 
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Tri the interim; theſaid Farle having notice given him from divers 
perſons,of many menacing words: &&ft forth againſt him , tending 
tothe hazard of his life, and deſttuRion of his houſe; ' on \ Munday 
the ſaid Earle ſet a ouard abont his houſe of- an hundred and fifty 
of his neighbours, tenantsand ſervants; who hearing the report, 
came ahd [offered themſelves bl dos: himyſervice, whom he miain- 
tained at his owne charge.” © A :

Letter, which Chambers did; and:recommended the {:me to 
the Lord Stamford, aid the reſt toſatisfie whar wh* done,” and. 
ro have farther direction whar was f1tr119 after. ro be done 
therein;; which directions abour one of ce clocke inthemor- 
nNngw ere. that rhe ſaid Charmbers.and Stanforth ffgnld' by rhe 
aſſiſtance of rhe (aid Sheriffe; andithe Major, and Tuſtices of 
L.eiceiter, uſe their beſt power and'endeavour 10 ſurprize. the 
ſ2id Delinqueiits : But rhey too ſenſible of their 11! carriage 
and miſdemeanour, privarely'i in rhe evening had Ot away, lea-* 
ving the Souldiers behinde them. Abour” wo of the clocke 
the Tad morning, the ſaid © hambers and Starforth, with the 
aſſiſtance of the Tuſtices and other Towneſmen, with abour 
forty. perſoris more, made ſeverall ſearches in Innes and other 
drinking-houfes, where rhey, found many: ſonldiers Taid in bed, 

ſome on the bed, but moſt of them diftempered with drinke : 
and rheu ſeized on their Armes, and cauſcd then ro be carried 
-to the Sheriffe in the ſaid 'Inne, 272. one great Saddle, three 
Petronels; and abour one hundreth Pikes, one Launce, aboye 
threeſcore Muckers, and Caleevers, abour twenty: wow | 
anc 
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and foure long Peeces 2bout ſeven foot in length. All which 
_ * the ſaid Chambers and Starforth and others of rhe Sheriffes 
men, ſearching, found charged ſome with Bullets, fome with 
halfe Bullets, and others wich gooſe ſhot very deepely and dan- 
gerouſly ; which amunition being lefr in the Sheriffes cuſto- 
dy, part of chem were delivered ro ſome of the traine Band, 
and rhe reſt preſented by the ſaid Chambers to the Lord 
Stamford. | | 
' Thenthe ſaid Chambers being further informed rhat Ma- 
ter Henry Heiftzzgs had procured about an hundred aud twen- 
ry Colliers out of Darbrſhrre, to attend him to Leiceiterup- 
ou the like ſearch , the ſaid Cham#ers with Stanforth being ac- 
companted wirh the {aid Juſtices and Towneſmen, found twa 
of them, who confeſſed they were poore Darbriſhire Cojli- 
ers, neither trained men, nor men thar hadat any time before 
that b orne Armes for any other, and that they and rheir fel- 
lowes were commanded ro come to Lezceiter in aid of his Ma- 
-jeſty, and their Maſter the ſaid Maſter Ha57:2g5 ; which ſaid 
Colliers never appe?red before the Sheriffe to demand or re- 
ceive their Armes, bur got privately away : rhe Major in the 
whole progreſle of this buſineſle, ſeemed backward fo doe any 
thing for rhe Parliament, and as forward to further Maſter 
Ha#7275in the buſineſſe aforeſaid. The effe& of which Procee- 
dings the ſaid Chambers and Stanforth thought fic humbly to. 
preſent to the conſtruCtion and grave conſideration of this Ho- 
norable Aſſembly ; ready alwayes to proſtrate themſelves and 
ſervice at your further commands, 7
